on any 
subject, however delicate, reaching, 
the public, believing it no protection 
to the young to raise them in ignor­ 
ance of the ways of the world, even 
its wicked ways. 
A newspaper ought 
to be careful of its language partic­ 
ularly in handling certain kinds of 
news, but it can be done without of­ 
fending either on the side of vulgar­ 
ity of prudishness, both of which are 
only manifestations of the same men­ 
tal lewdness.
